GOOD RACING AT OAKLAND. 

TRACK IS IMPROVING RAPIDLY AND MAY 
FURNISH FAST GOING THIS AFTERNOON. 

Don Enrique Scores Without Difficulty — The Vicar 
No Longer a Maiden — Many False 
Favorites Beaten. 



San Francisco, Cal.. December 10. — F. H. Mllden 
scored his first success on the California turf at 
’Oakland today with The Vicar, a degenerate full 
^brother to the wonderful Wliitnev filly. Rumble Bee. 
which met an untimely end while lndng prepared 
for the Futurity of 1904. It is certain that no 
money consideration would have induced Harry 
Payne Whitney to part with this thoroughbred when 
foaled, yet he was sold last fall for an insignificant 
euui. It was a simultaneous graduation from the 
maiden ranks for tioth the Whitney cast off and his 
diminutive jockey. F. If. King, who was so flustered 
by the experience of riding his first winner that he 
made no attempt after the finish to enter the circle 
reserved for winners in front of the judges’ stand 
with his horse, until repeatedly signalled by the 
attendants to do so. The grandly bred Hamburg— 
Vespers gelding proved immeasurably superior to 
Ills numerically strong opposition, but ran practically 
unbacked, the closing odds against him being 9 to 

Booger Red and Don Enrique were the only legiti- 
mate favorites oil tin* program and they l*oth made 
good handsomely. Tin* remaining short priced start 
ers. Wamboro. Deueen. Serenade and Gene Russell, 
were of the ring-made variety and their defeats could 
not be properly classed as upsets, the horses which 
prevailed over them in their respective races being 
undoubtedly the best and quoted at false prices in 
the betting. 

Following so closely on Tuesday’s extra good card 
today's racing was in the nature of a surprise, as 
g<NMl horses were plentifully engaged in at least 
Iki 1 f of tiie races. 

II. Smith, a local joekey ruled off several vears 
ago. was reinstated today by the stewards of the 
Pacific Coast Jockey Club. 

The track is drying out rapidly and tomorrow’s 
races will Is* run over good if not fast going. On 
tin* whole today’s ring business resulted favorable 
for the lavers. Wagering is steadily increasing 
and at today’s cut-in thirty liookmakorN drew for 
positions. 

The forward running of Barney Sclireilier’s Dr. 
llolzberg in the last race was oue «*f the racing 
features of the afternoon's sport. Gene Russell’s 
four legs were heavily bandaged today and in rouse 
q iience he was seemingly unable to raise a respect 
able gallop. 

Sir Lynne wood made his first public appearance 
since the July Brighton Beach meeting. big 

Sir Dixon horse was given an easy ride bv jockey 
Gilbert, bad no ehaiiee in the stretch and was pulled 
up. yet finished a close up sixth. 

Starter Dwyer susi>eiidod two incompetents. Wris 
pen and McBeth one week apiece and Buxton for 
three days. 

LIVELY TIMES AT SANTA ANITA PARK. 

Norbitt Wins and Is Heavily Bid Up — Fitz Herbert 
Impresses Spectators. 

Los Angeles, Cal., December 10. — W. (Red) 

Walker was so well pleased with Norbitt’s effort 
in the fifth race today that when Associate Judge 
Cole placed the colt on sale for $500 lie boosted the 
price to $1.5(M> in two $500 bids. W. S. House, how- 
ever. saved the colt by bidding the usual $5 extra. 

Fitz Herbert’s performance t«»day made a splendid 
impression <ui horsemen and public alike. He was 
pitted against a very ordinary band and was never 
fully extended at any part of tin* race. Iu case lie 
trains on he should be a very difficult colt to boat 
and at present holds any two- rear -old here ikt 
foctly safe. 

Glorio emulated his excellent showing of last 
Saturday when lie tied the American record. De- 
spite the fact that lie beat Colloquy that day the 
latter was again favorite over him, but this time 
was beaten much easier. Glorio holding her and 
Hasty Agnes perfectly safe all through the final six- 
teenth. 

Ben Trovato. which usually causes much merri- 
ment in the grandstand by his stringhalt movement 
on his way to the post, ran another good rare when 
he lieat a speedy hand in the third race. Preten- 
sion. which was made favorite over him and which 
he boat, several days ago. ran a dull race. Ben 
Trovato proving an easy winner. The card was well 
balanced throughout and was productive of au in- 
teresting day’s sjmrt. 

Today was cut-in day. twenty four h*H>ks doing 
business. This was a loss of one over the last roil 
call. E. J. Callahan and J. Humbrecht withdrew. 
J. F. McConnell went on. 

CANADIAN RACING NEXT YEAR. 

Toronto. Out., December 16. — The racing season 
in this district promises very well for the coming 
season and. with united action assured by the co- 
operation of the Canadian racing associations on all 
matters of common, interest, the sport which at 
tracts the attention of more people than are con- 
cerned in any other pastime should be greatly bene- 
fited under the new regime. The* practical cer- 
tainty that there will be no racing at Kenilworth 
this season will enable the Canadian clubs to make 
a more satisfactory arrangement of dates than in 
the past. It was not until t Do end of June that 
Kenilworth's plans were decided on last vear, 
whereas the other clulis are this time in a position 
to take early action for the coining summer. The 
elimination of Kenilworth from consideration d<*es 
not mean that there will Ik* more racing in Canada, 
but only lias t lie effect of allowing a program that 
should be more satisfactory to everybody. The 
|H>ints at which the longest meetings in Canada have 
been conducted are Fort Erie and Windsor, but they 
arc gradually contracting. Last year each of these 
places bad fewer racing days than in previous sea- 
sons. This year tlir meetings are likelv to Ik* 
shorter still, and to be divided, instead of* continu- 
ous. 

It is not understood that the clubs have adopted a 
schedule of dat(*s. though this will probably Ik* dime 
next month, hut that there has been an exchange of 
views, so that when the club representatives come 
together they will have the preliminary ground 
well cleared. Only art approximation can he made 
at this stage, of course, bait even that is of interest 
at present. With the King’s Plate run at Woodbine 
on May 22. a later beginning than last vear. Mon- 
treal and Hamilton could follow’ in that order, 
avoiding the conflict that has been the case In other 
years, and giving Hamilton people rnciug on Domin 
ion Day. which is sure to be the most popular kind 
of innovation. A few weeks at Fort Erie, includ- 
ing the Fourth of July, and a few w’eeks at Wind- 
sor. with a return to Fort Erie for six or seven 
(lavs, would bring the circuit up to the time for the 
brief fall meetings at Montreal. Toronto. Hamilton 
and. possibly. Windsor. This plan would cost horse 
owners more in the wav of traveling expenses, but 
that is far outweighed by the fresher and more 
interesting racing it will produce, and the increased 
attraction* the club will offer to owners. 



FOUNDATION FOR TEST CASE LAID. 

Race with Betting Is Run at City Park and All 
Concerned Are Arrested. 



New Orleans. La.. December 16. — One race was 
run at City Park track this afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
with four horses in the field. Bets were freely made 
by the detectives and spectators that crowded 
through tin* gates to witness tin* perf<«*mance. and 
when efforts were made to cash in the l**ts the 
ixdire gut busy and arrested W. W. Lyles, of 
Kentucky, manager of the enterprise: Placide Fri 
gerio and R M. Sheffield, bookmakers. Affidavits 
were also made against Samuel F. Heaslip. president 
of the New Orleans Jockey Flub, and Edward Corri- 
gan. neither of whom was on the grounds, the latter 
being in Lexington. Ky. 

Today’s test of the Lx-kc anti-racing law and 
the fireworks attending it. provide a new chapter iu 
racing history at New Orleans. Prior to the at- 
tempt at racing the local directors of the New Or- 
leans Jorkey Flub held a meeting at noon, and de 
dared against the test of Forrigan and Lyles, and 
President. Heaslip asserted that unless the directors 
voted to refuse the use of the track to Mr. Lyles 
that lie would resign. Despite this protest, osten- 
sible if not real, the race was run and the arrests 
follow’ ed. 

The track was flooded witli iHtlico. The patrol 
wagon stood at the gate. Inspector O’Fonnor. acting 
Mayor McRacken. and Dstrict Attorney Adams were 
all at the track, bristling with a desire to prosecute 
and uphold the Locke law. Chief of Detecti#r*s 
Reynolds and the speaker of the house. Dupre, to 
gether with an army of over thirty policemen, were 
also on the grounds. The test was conducted by \Y. 
\v Lyles, who is lielieved to have been representing 
Mr. Edward Corrigan. He admitted in a “speech’ 

I to the crowd tiiat he had received the Jockey Chib’s 
warning, but insisted that he did not iuteud to vio- 
! late the law. 

However, the law was violated according to the 
officers. 

Detectives Coyle. McCain* and Glynn arrested R. 
M. Sheffield and W. W. Lyles. Captain Louis Raw 
lins and Sergeant Leroy took charge of Placide Fri- 
gerio. The detectives did the betting and when the 
money was accepted arrested the liookmaker. Four- 
teen dollars was wagered. The prisoners were re- 
leased on $500 ltond. 

At 2 o'clock about 200 persons gathered at tlie 
City Park to sec the test race. Four horses 
were in the race — Alaycella. Billy Strong. Malecon 
and Mr. Knapp. The race was a quarter- mile dasii. 
In the betting ring, with the issuance of the first 
ticket, tilings began to get lively and many ln*ts 
wore made. In the betting on t lie race May cel la 
opened up favorite, at 4 to 5. wiiile the other horses 
were held at 2 to 1. Special officer Joe McCain* 
was tin* first, to make a lK*t. He was followed by 
others and at last so much money was shoved at 
the bookmaker that be asked every one to get awav 
from tin* Ixxitli. No attempt was made to interfere 
witli the ladling until after the nice was run. and 
as soon as the result was announc'd and an attempt 
made to cash the bets the police became active. 
When the horses were called to tl«c post they re 
ceived a royal reception. Malecon. with Duggan up. 
was the first to parade, and was followed by May- 
ce.lla. with Now coin up. Then came Billv Strong, 
with Lynch up. and the last one was Mr. Knapp, 
with Ansteat up. Starter Sully sent them off to a 
good start, and it was nip and tuck to the finish. 
Maycella winning by a scant length, with Billv 
Strong a dozen lengths in front of Mr. Knapp. 
The winner was given a hearty cheer and then the 
crowd all rushed in to see the arrests made. After 
the race the only person showing a winning ticket 
was James M. Smith, who wagered 2 to 1 on May- 
cella. After the arrests Inspector O’Connor declared 
that President Heaslip anti Edward Corrigan were 
not <011 the grounds. 

“If they had been,” declared the inspector, “they 
would have been arrested.” 

In a statement tonight. President Heaslip de- 
clared: “I was surprised today when I learned that 
Mr. Lyles proposed to make a test of the Locke law. 
I immediately called a meeting of the directors for 
today at noon and resolved' to resign if the lioard 
sanctioned Mr. Lyles’ plan. The gentlemen who are 
responsible for the Locke measure were sincere 
and I am sure they lielieved when they had the 
measure passed that they were serving the best in- 
terests of the |M*ople. If there is to i»e any change 
from the present condition it must not be in the 

shape of finding a technical loophole in tin* Locke 

bill. If it develops that racing as conducted here 
for many years is essential to the prosperity of the 

city, this must be revealed through the voice of tin* 

community.” 

Attorney E. Howard MeCaleb has been retained by 
Mr. Lyles and bis associates. 

Captain Alex Brewster, veteran of the Crescent 
City Jockey Club, went on the bond of all three of 
the ones arr ested. 

JOYNER IN LOVE WITH ENGLAND. 

New York. December 16. — An interesting letter 
from A. J. Joyner, who has charge of the Whitney 
horses at Newmarket, England, reveals the fact 
that the American horseman is well pleased with his 
new surroundings and the people with whom he has 
come in contact. 

Air. Joyner writes of bis arrival and how the 
people and country impressed him, in the following 
manner: 

“We arrived ait Newmarket on the evening of 
October 27. at four o’clock, in a dow’npour of rain, 
and my impression of England was not very good. 
We uploaded our horses and rushed them to their 
quarters, which were alx/iit a mile from the station. 
Thanks to good management, or good luck, they 
came out of their trip in tine shape and have kept 
well ever since. Since the day we arrived the 
weather has 1>een very fine and I like tike country 
and ticople very much. I have been to the races 
several times and find the racing different from mrs. 
Nearly all their races are run over straight courses, 
and there is only one turn in any of their races. 
Df course, this applies to the courses where I have 
been. The training is very different. 

“The gallops are all on flu* grass, and wh^n one 
is used a wdiile they shut it off and open another 
one. Some of the gallops are three miles from my 
stable, so you see a fellow lias to hustle. They 
have some tine horses over here and they are larger on 
an average than ours. The trainers are all a lot 
of tine fellows and have been very nice to me. They 
have tine homes and entertain. A trainer here is 
looked u i m>ii as a gentleman in his profession and 
every one looks upon him as such. They are all 
thorough horsemen and know' bow to train their 
liorses. which look well. Of course, their methods 
are different from those in the States. I have won 
a pony or two since I came over. The most up-to- 
date coarse i- one at Ne wbory . ir is built on the 
lines of our courses, has a mile straight and two 
miles with one turn. The sand is modern and they 
have chairs on the lawn, much like Belmont Park. 
The train service is tine to that place. We went 
sixty miles in fifty-six minutes. I think I like the 
racing over here. 

“Of course, a horse can’t run as many races as 
in the States. because they are continually traveling, 
as the meetings at no place are over four days, and 
most of them are from one to two. Then* is more 
racing at Newmarket than anywhere else. They 
have eight meetings of from three to four days each. 
On eveTy course they have a stand exclusively for 
trainers and jockeys. You can say that I am in 
love with the country and people.” 

BUTWELL STARS AT SAN ANTONIO. 

San Antonio. Tex., December 16. — Today’s attend- 
ance exceeded former ones and speculation showed 
a fifty per cent, improvement. The w’eather was 
ideal and the sport enjoyable. Favorites and jockey 
Butwell*8 following contributed to bring about big 
losses for the layers.
